Five per cent of the student body made an effort 
last year. Present campus interest indicates that again 
only a paltry score will turn in an essay to their English 
professor on April 1. For a school with three publica- 
tions and a religious bulletin, would not fifty competi- 
tors seem a feeble example of Catholic Action? The 
layman will always need the Press as his right hand.
